Diarbekr is almost exactly the midway point between 
the Caucasus and the Mediterranean, and the Russians are nearing the 
«ity. It is also only seventy-five miles north of the Bagdad railway, and if 
it falls into the hands of the Russians, the Turkish army in Mesopotamia, 
which recently captured General Townshend and 10,000 British soldiers, 
will find itself in peril. 
The Russians have covered the 240 miles from their frontier to 
Diarbekr in three months, in bitter winter weather, across lofty mountains, 
through wild and desolate country. 
They are now 240 miles from the 
Meditefranean, with comparatively open country and many roads by which 
they might advance. 
Once at the seashore, their army could be supplied 
hy the allies.

A large number of libraries 
have proved by actual 
experiment 
that a hook will circulate two or 
three times as often without mend­ 
ing after it has be*»n rebound. It has 
been found also that it is wise econ­ 
omy not to allow- a hook to become 
worn before it is rebound. Even so* 
about 150 books are mended every 
week in the library.

In looking over Miss Smith's re­ 
ports I find frequent mention of the 
need of owning (herman books. For 
some years we have rented German 
books from the Wisconsin Library 
cotpmisslon, exchanging 
the collec­ 
tion every six months. This has for 
various reasons proved unsatisfac­ 
tory. This year we returned a col­ 
lection in January and received word 
that the commission had no collec­ 
tion on hand that we had not already 
had; but as soon as one came in that 
we could use. it would be sent. This 
is now' nearly three months ago aud 
we are still without German hooks. 
Of course in our present financial 
situation no new departure can be 
made. And it may as well be admit­ 
ted that even if the city appropria­ 
tion were available, it is doubtful 
whether the demands upon our lim­ 
ited hook fund would permit us to 
consider this need. But it is well to 
be reminded that the need exists. 
Reference Work 
As long as we have no separate 
reference librarian it is impossible to 
give statistics 
of reference 
work 
done and for comparison we can only 
rely upon the impressions and gen­ 
eral estimate of the assistants who 
have served longest in the library. 
It is their impression that there h?s 
during the past year been a larger 
number 
and a greater 
variety of 
questions answered than ever before. 
The most noticeable thing about the 
work has been the greater ease and 
independence with which high school 
students use the periodical indexes 
and the catalog. This is most certain­ 
ly due to the efficient instruction 
given by Miss Dickens. 
the 
high 
school librarian, in the u^e of the li­ 
brary. Miss Dickens has also during 
a large part of the year volunteered 
her services for one hour Monday 
evening in helping the high school 
students with their reference work in 
the public library. What Miss Dick­ 
ens has done for the high school 
ought to he done for the evening 
schools and the upper grades, and 
it is hoped that some arrangement 
can he made for the librarian of the 
public library to do this next year 
Every effort has been made to 
supply clubs with material for their 
work. It has been gratifying to note 
that several times when we have sent 
to Madison and Minneapolis for m a­ 
terial on subjects about which very 
little could be found in our own col­ 
lection. we have received exactly the 
material that we ourselves had and 
nothing more. This shows that our 
reference collection 
is pretty well 
built up. There is however, 
no de­ 
partment of a library that needs to 
be kept so absolutely up to date as 
a reference collection: 
and 
conse­ 
quently we must see to It that we 
have the latest editions of diction­ 
aries. encyclopedias, 
atlases, 
year­ 
books. directories, etc. And here is 
where a public dbrary can give the 
most valuable service. Very few in­ 
dividuals feel that they ran afford 
to discard a good edition of an ex­ 
pensive encyclopedia in order to pur­ 
chase the latest revised edition. And 
in no sort of book buying Is expert 
knowledge so essential as In the pur­ 
chase of reference works. Fnscrupu- 
lous publishers m d agents have reap­ 
ed many a rich harvest 
by repre­ 
senting that they have an absolutely 
new edition of a standard reference 
work when as a matter of fact there 
has been merely a mending of plates, 
or%jn other words, only a few lines 
of new material has been inserted 
here and there: and the old edition

121 as against 27,665 last year. This 
is 27.3 per cent of the total circu­ 
lation. A number of improvements 
have been made at this branch tk4s 
year. Walls and ceiling have been 
repapered and painted, a new floor 
laid in the back 
room 
where the 
children’s story hour 
is conducted, 
lavatory installed, new shelving put 
In and a ja n itre ss employed. w’ho 
keeps the room immaculately clean. 
The North Side Progressive league 
and the Woman’s club requested of 
the board of education that quarters 
be provided in the new high school 
building for the branch. It has been 
found, however, on examining the 
plans for this new building that less 
space is provided for the library than 
it has in its present quarters. The 
dimensions of the one room provid­ 
ed are such as to give 217 square 
feet less of floor space and the win­ 
dows are so placed as to furnish 
about 137 feet less of shelving space 
than we have in the front room of 
our present quarters. In addition we 
have a back room, which now is used 
onlv for the story hour but which 
could with very slight expense be 
fitted up for an adult reading and 
reference room. The chief complaint 
about our present quarters is that 
the children so fill the room now- 
equipped for a reading room that 
there is no room left for adults who 
may wish to come to read and study. 
What is wanted is a separate reading 
room for adults. It is my idea that 
a fairly satisfactory room for this 
purpose could be provided at very 
slight expense by fitting the back 
room in our present quarters with 
a couple of tables, some more shelv­ 
ing and better lights. 
We already 
have -plenty of chairs. To be sure, 
the quarters we now have are by 
no means ideal; but instead of less 
spate, which is what we should get 
in the new high school building, we 
need more space. Of course, what the 
north side ought to have is a well 
equipped library building like the 
branch buildings 
of Madison 
and 
Racine or like any town of between 
8.000 and 1 0 , 0 0 0 inhabitants in this 
state. During 
the past 
year the 
Century dictionary, the Xew Inter­ 
national Encyclopedia and a num ­ 
ber of less expensive reference books 
have been provided. Twenty-six mag­ 
azines are now regularly subscribed 
for: and these together with Read­ 
ers’ Guide to Periodical Literature 
and the reference books already men­ 
tioned make It possible to do a good 
deal of reference work for schools 
and clubs without resorting to the 
main library. A larger number of 
books of non-f1otion has been pur­ 
chased this year than ever before. 
Miss Anna Pederson, who has had 
charge of the branch during the past 
five years, deserves great credit for 
the increased circulation 
and the 
general progress of the work. The 
store windows of our quarters when 
not occupied by children, who be­ 
cause of the overcrowded condition 
of the room can find no other place 


to sit winter evenings, give excellent 
space for displaying books to which 
we wish to call 
attention. 
These 
window- exhibits have helped mater­ 
ially in increasing 
the non-fiction 
circulation. 
W ebster Branch 
Tt is now a little over two years 
since-a small room 7 by IO, formerly 
used for storing bicycles, was fitted 
up in the Webster school with shelv­ 
ing. a chair and desk, and a small 
collection of children’s books. On 
Friday afternoons when the child­ 
ren’s librarian 
goes out to 
take 
charge of this library room. an av­ 
erage of 180 books is given out in 
the short, space (it an hour and 
a 
half. 
A picture taken last Friday 
shows how- crowded 
the room is. 
These children have not been in the 
habit of coming to the main library; 
and the children’s librarian reports 
that as a rule they read books that
